Many New Cases 
of Influenza

Little Rock, May 4 — (/P) — New 


cases of influenza decreased in Ar- 
kansas last week, the state health 
department reported today. 


The department received reports 


of 628 new cases last week, com- 
pared to 711 the previous week. 


There have been 14,721 reported 


cases of the disease so far this 
year, compared to 3,396 to a cor- 
responding date last year.

Washington, May 4 —(IP) — En- 


couraged by a new economy 
re- 


cruit, Senator Taft R-Ohio) 
said 


today "there is a possibility" l.he 
enate will whack half a b i l l i o n

Freedom Path 
Chosen by 
Pakistan 


Washington, May 4 —(/I1)— Prime 


Minister Liaquat Ali Kahn of Pa- 
istan said today his country had 
chosen the path of freedom and its 
principals. 


The leader of the worlds largest 


Moslem state, starting an official 
tour of the U. S., said that 
"no 


threat or persuasion, no material 
peril or ideological allurement can 
deflect us from the path we have 
chosen. 


He voiced a plea at the 
same 


time that leaders of world opinion 
use their wisdom and power 
"to 


dispel and not 
to 
enhance 
the 


fears of an apprehensive world. 


The prime minister, 
who 
was 


guest following his arrival yester- 
day, prepared identical addresses 
for separate sessions of the senate 
and the house. He touched 
only 


lightly on world affairs, avoiding 
direct reference to the East-West 
split, and devoted most of his ad- 
dress to Pakistans founding 
and 


its hopes and purposes. 


"In our short life as a free na- 


tion, we have learnt not a 
little 


about the world and the times 
live in and about ourselves, he 
said. "We have learned that free- 
dom, 
whether of the individual or 


of countries, 
is 
not 
everywhere 


and at all times safe and that th'e 
integrity ol 
our 
own homeland 


which is clearer to us than 
our 


lives will demand of us unceasing 
vigilance.

Valsetz, Ore., May 4 —(#>)— This 


is one 
ofthe most isolated towns 


in America and a guy has to be 
six feet tall to live here or risk 
drowning. 


Leaving out the moist month of 


April, it rained 72 inches in 
the 


first 90 days of 1950. This is six 
feet of wet water. 


"Of course, we measure rainfall 


here by the foot rather tha;i thc 
inch," said Bert Thomas, a pudgy 
six-footer who has survived 
30 


adult and soaking years 
in this 


heartland of the big timber coun- 
try. 


Bert is a lumberman. He is gen- 


eral manager of the Valsetz lum- 
ber company, which owns
